I t’s possible 
that 
p arty -leading 
D em ocrats 
m ay relish the sour publicity about the party 
rally to be held in Chicago Sept. 14 and 15, on 
the theory that sour publicity is better than no 
publicity at all. 
But it’s probably they wince at ever new 
note of discord. They are being reminded of 
something all party leaders would like to forget 
about politics in the United States. 
There is no such thing as party discipline. 
The surest way to stir up a fight is to try to 
impose dicipline. Both party conventions were 
torn by strife over this issue in 1952. It is still 
tearing them ap a rt internally in 1953. 
But the dam age is more Dainful for the m inor­ 
ity than the m ajority, because the m ajority can 
assuage its pain with power and patronage. The 
minority m ust withstand the torture without cry­ 
ing out. 
D em ocrats now are caught between pro-Steve- 
enson and anti-Stevenson factions just as the 
Republicans once were caught 
between 
pro- 
Willkie and anti-Willkie factions, pro-Dewey and 
anti-Dewey factions, 
pro-Taft 
and 
anti-Taft 
factions. 
There is a endless struggle for control of the 
party m achinery. This is the essence of the 
party system 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
t h i s 
struggle. Yet it is the least understood thing 
about party politics, which is popularly sup­ 
posed to be a kind of contest between two well- 
disciplined team s, instead of 
a 
donnybrook 
between two undisciplined crowds. 


6 4 Billion Dollar Question 


With the utmost sym pathy for the hundreds 
being fired by Foreign Aid Director Stassen and 
equal sym pathy for all taxpayers, some of us 
would like to add a question to the aptitude test 
which helped Mr. Stassen to separate the goats 
from the sheep in his departm ent.

The Indian em pire had 
been split into two separate coun­ 
tries, India and Pakistan. 
From Nehru's standpoint, India 
was in a precarious position, which 
becam e increasingly more difficult 
as Communist China em erged as 
an imperialistic 
m ilitary 
power, 
seizing, as one of its first acts, 
Tibet, thus directly menacing In­ 
dia. 
Furtherm ore, as Communist Chi­ 
n a’s ambitions in Indochina a n d 
Thailand becam e more apparent, 
India was definitely in peril. 
Therefore, Nehru, with that twist 
in logic-for which Orentals are so 
fam ous’, joined up with the m enac­ 
ing power, while exerting political 
blackmail on the only European 
nation that had any interest in 
protecting India. 
The form of blackmail used is 
the constant threat of withdrawal 
from the Commonwealth. 
With its troubles in Egypt, in 
Iran, 
in 
Malaya. 
G reat Britain 
cannot afford to have any m em ­ 
ber of the Commonwealth secede 
at this tim e. 


THE RELATIONSHIP 
between 
G reat Britain and the Union of 
South Africa is such that were the , 
Commonwealth to 
be 
weakened, j 
South Africa might also pull out. 
Then there is little Ceylon, rich 
beyond our imagination in essen­ 
tial raw m aterials. It might fol­ 
low India. 
Therefore the British have been 
forced to take Nehru seriously and i 
often to capitulate to him. Having 
tied up this arm of his problem, 
Nehru 
m anipulated 
himself into | 
the role of broker*for Soviet Rus- j 
sia and Communist China in the 
United Nations. 


Adopting an attitude of neutral­ 
ity in the Korean war. Nehru also 
becam e violently anti-Form osa, this 
often involving him in an anti- 
American attitude. 
Nehru could well afford to be 
anti-American because he realized 
that our policy was to support 
G reat Britain at any cost. 
All he needed to do to get the 
Americans to weaken their own 
position was to squeeze the Brit­ 
ish, who immediately put pressure 
on Dean Acheson’s State D epart­ 
ment. which capitulated. 


IT WAS A sm art gam e while 
it lasted. It produced the pro-Rus­ 
sian Korean truce, which is hu­ 
miliating to the United States. 
But it is precisely in that that 
Nehru m ade his 
mistake. 
T h e 
United States, 
despite 
its 
huge 
losses in men and wealth, does not 
take its foreign relations as seri­ 
ously as it should. The American 
people do take humiliation seri­ 
ously. 
The Korean War is the first in 
which we h a v e been defeated. As 
skillfully as the Washington psy­ 
chologists try to cover up the de­ 
feat and its causes, so increasing­ 
ly resentful do the American peo­ 
ple become. 
It is impossible for anyone. P res­ 
ident Eisenhower or anyone else, 
to 
explain 
why when Generals 
M acArthur, Ridgway. Van Fleet, 
and Clark say that they could have 
won the Korean War, we lost it. 


IT IS IMPOSSIBLE for anyone 
to explain why we signed a truce 
giving the Chinse Communists a 
victory, leaving them the m eans 
for the conquest of South Korea 
and for a m ajor w ar on Japan. 
Our people are not fools. They 
m ay not know- all the little nam es 
on the map. They m ay not be able 
to speak half a dozen queer lan­ 
guages. They m ay not know all 
the refinements of 
psychological 
w-arfare. 
But they know when they have 
been had. And when they discover 
that, they get sore. They k n o w 
that the trickster in this situation 
is India. 


AND IF INDIA had sat on the 
political conference, it could have 
developed that public opinion in 
this country would have supported 
a movement for us to get out of 
that conference and to go it alone. 
Almost too late, the British real­ 
ized that the antipathy in t h i s 
country is not just another Am er­ 
ican twist of the British lion’s tail. 
It is so strong and fundamental 
that it could have destroyed the 
whole structure of Anglo-American 
relations. 
And m aybe Nehru now under­ 
stands that treachery does not pay.

Ohio Un-American 
Committee Unfolds 
12-Year Record 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UPI—The Ohio 
Un-American Activities Commis­ 
sion at its first open hearing this 
year unfoled a 12-year record of 
Communist operations in the Akron 
area, center of the nation’s rubber 
industry. 
The trend of testimony by four 
witnesses here yesterday indicat­ 
ed they may have built the fram e­ 
work for another hearing, possibly 
in Akron, to bring the story of 
party operations there up to date. 
Testimony here dealt with the 
work of four former Communists 
during a period between the 1936 
Akron rubber strike and 1948. All 
said they belonged to the party at 
various times during that period 
but no longer were members. 
The witnesses were Christian U. 
Probst. 69, Akron, and his wife, 
Mae; Vani Mitri, 57, Akron, and 
Ralph J. 
Kerns, 
60, 
Cuyahoga 
Falls. 
All appeared under subpoena but 
said they testified willingly at the 
hearing in the Statehouse. The com­ 
mission conducted five closed hear­ 
ings before opening one to the pub­ 
lic.* 
Mitri said he was a Communist 
during the entire 12-year period. 
He said he joined in the belief that 
his lot would be better “when the 
new government” took over but be­ 
came disillusioned and quit the 
party for a Christian way of life. 
Mitri estimated Communists had 
between 300 and 400 dues-paying 
members at one time in the Akron 
area. The figure contrasted with 
testimony of another witness who 
sa iii the party had “never more 
than 250.“ 
That witness was Mrs. Probst. 
She said she and her husband join­ 
ed the party in 1936 to get better 
working conditions. Both quit in 
1948, they related. 
Probst told of collecting dues for 
the Reds at Goodyear and at Gen­ 
eral Tire and Rubber Co. 
Kerns said he joined the Reds 
from 1936 to 1940 under urging 
from his superiors at Goodyear to 
report to them on Communist ac­ 
tivities. He said his role as in­ 
former never had been made pub 
lie until yesterday's hearing.

The 
pattern was taking shape: bit by 
bit this country was getting tough­ 
er with communism. 
One year later, in June 1948. the 
Senate approved a resolution by 
the late Sen.

Both the Air Force and the Navy 
also have peen operating under an 
enlistment limitation. Both h a v e 
had long lists of men ready to 
sign up. 
The Air Force quota has been 
around 3,500 a month since May. 
It has built up a large backlog of 
men waiting to enlist. It p l a n s , 
however, to increase its q u o t a 
gradually to about 10,000 a month 
by the end of the year. 
The Navy has been operating on 
a monthly quota of about 4,000 and 
has built up a 30,000 waiting list. 
Some men have been waiting as 
long as a year to enlist, with the 
average wait about six months.

Britain To Drop 
Sugar From Ration 
LONDON UFI — Sugar comes off 
the ration in Britain this month 
for the first time in 14 years.

Freeing of sugar leaves only but­ 
ter, margarine, cheese, bacon and 
meat on ration. 
Only butter three ounces a week 
and cheese one and a half ounces 
a week are hard to get for the 
British housewife.

For the last two months meat 
has been on free sale throughout 
the country, 
although technically 
still rationed.

Bringing Up A Family

Many Children Need Help With Homework 


The nearest to profanity I ever 
heard my father speak was, “Con­ 
found you!” I heard him say it 
when provoked 
to anger by 
a 
horse, cow or other farm animal. 
Whereas my father supposed he 
wasn't saying anything b a d , it 
was a pretty nasty expression, tak­ 
en literally. I might add that I 
used this expression pretty freely 
in my boyhood on the farm, feel­ 
ing no fear of rebuke from anyone. 
On any night thousands of school 
children are confused over their 
studies with a father or mother, 
meaning well, cruelly adding to the 
awful confusion. 
Though 
the parent 
may 
n o t 
shout. “Confound you!” he conveys 
the same impression by many such 
other words as. “lazy,” 
“ dumb­ 
bell,’' “ You don’t try,” or “ If you 
would only pay attention.” Such 
words alone are not severe, but 
rather the angry shouting tone in 
which they are uttered. 


AT SUCH time, the youngster’s 
trouble may not be limited to con­ 
fusing one fact or symbol with an­ 
other. Instead, his mind may just 
be blankl. or old errors may come 
forth to earn him more vitupera­ 
tions. 'My bulletin “ Parents and 
the Child's Homework” may be 
had by sending a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope to me in care 
of th;s newspaper) 
Even at the calmest 
moment. 
while reading, a child may con­ 
fuse the words “ was,” “ were" and 
’ saw,” or even some other word. 
In spelling, he may confuse “then” 
and “there.” “ pale” and “pail,” 
“ too," “to” and “two,” and so 
forth. Worse still, in spelling or 
reading, he may confuse b with 
d, p with q, w with u and so on. 
especially when these letters be­ 
gin words. Many children, even in 
tbe second grade, often confuse let­ 
ters of the alphabet. 


THE 
usual way 
a 
parent 
or 
teacher tries to help a child with 
such confusions is to have him see 
and use the confused items close 
together in time or place. 
If Hie child confuses b with d. he 
sees and hears these together over 
and over, either as letters or as 
parts of words. Or if he confuses 
“ there’ and “then.” he is tutored 
on these words at the same time. 
After many long practice periods 
he still may confuse them. 
Some years ago I published in 
the American Journal of Psychol­ 
ogy a research on this 
matter 
which suggested that items easi­ 
ly confused can best be cleared up 
and mastered if they are dealt 


with separately rather than togeth­ 
er in the same study period. 


IF YOU are trying to help your 
child who confuses b with d, con­ 
centrate on one of tho confused 
items, say on d. Let the child see 
and use this letter over and over 
in various words, all the 
while 
keeping b out of his sight and 
hearing. When at last he has m as­ 
tered d. have him briefly compare 
it with b. Do likewise with “there” 
and “then.” or other homonyms. 
In studying arithmetic, if t h e 
child 
confuses 
the 
fundamental 
processes, by adding w h e n he 
should subtract or v i c e versa, 
don’t have him add and subtract 
at the same sitting. Help him keep 
separate the items he is most like­ 
ly to confuse, until one of these 
items has been securely mastered.
